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Coffee County number one in donations to state’s eye bank 


On September 18, 1996 the Al- 

abama Eye Bank presented a plaque 
to the Coffee County bate 
sure Office for their participation 
in the Eye Bank donor program, The 
Probate Judge's office has been in- 
strumental in making the Alabama 
Eye Bank's donor program a suc- 
cess, 
During the 1995 fiscal year over 
800 Coffee County residents, have 
become pre-pledged eye donors 
through the Probate Judge’s office. 

In Alabama one out of every five 
eyes donated in the past year were 
donated from Coffee County. St 
Clair is the only other county to even 
come close to Coffee County’s 
record, In fact until Probate Judge 
Bill Gammill challenged his staff to 
be Number One, Si Clair has rou- 
linely been tops in signing up donors 
every year since the judges were 
challest ged in 1991 to improve 
awareness. 


The Alabama Eye Bank was 
formed in 1961 as of the Uni- 
versity of Alabama Hospital, but did 
little or no tissue procurement for the 
first ten years. In 1970 there were 
two recorded cases of tissue being 
provided for corneal transplants, 

However since that time the Al- 
abama Eye Bank has received over 
25,000 tissues, of which 83% were 
donated since 1985, In 1994 alon 
1,655 transplants were performed, 
with a 95% success rate. Other uses 
for donated tissue include .re- 
constructive surgery (198) and re- 
search (366). 

Donating became easier and the 
total jumped following the 1978 leg- 
islative act allowing school trained 
licensed embalmers to remove eyes 
for the Eye Bank. Titled the “Em- 
balmers Enucleating Training Act” 
this led to the training of 100 em- 
balmers throughout Alabama within 
the first year. ; 


Public awareness and increased 
donations led to the complete elim- 
ination of the corneal transplant. 
waiting list in1988. 

“In 1994, approximately 1,500 
people donated (their) eyes to the Al- 
abama Eye Bank. About 60 percent 
of this tissue was used for comeal 


transplants and the remainder of the used 
also in the treatment of glaucoma © 


donated tissue was used for re- 
constructive surgery, research pro- 
jects, and for teaching oph- 
thalmology students,” Tracy 
Smith, Director of Public Relations 
and Human Resources, “Statistics 
show that the cornea transplant is the 
most effective type of transplant Pe 
formed today. Ninety percent of all 
people blinded by injury or corneal 
disease who receive this surgery ex- 
perience restored sight.” 

Unlike other organ donations 
which must be made immediately af- 
ter death, eyes can be taken for up to 
six hours. After an eye is removed,

Back to school: Electoral College review 


Which sitting U.S. president 
feceived a majority of popular votes, 
but still lost his re-election bid? 

it was 1888 when President 
Grover Cleveland won the popular 
élection by 95.713 votes. However, 
he was fot fe-elected to office be- 
cause he received 65 fewer electoral 
college votes than his opponent, 
Benjamin Harrison. As a result, 
Harrison, a former senator from In- 
diana and grandson of President 
William Henry Haftison, was 
élected as the 23fd President of the 
United States 

Such instances highlight the 
important role the electoral college 
plays in choosing a president. With 
voters heading to the polls in No- 
vember, itis worthwhile to examine 
ihis procedure set up by the found- 
ing fathers that continues to serve 
our nation well 

The electoral college was estab- 
lished as a compromise between 
élection of the president by Con- 
gress and election by popular vote 
The college today has 538 electors, 
based on the number of representa- 
tives and senators, plus three elee- 
tors for the Distriet of Colombia. 
With seven congressional districts 
plus two senators, Alabama is al- 
lowed nine electors 

The slates of possible electors 
are generally chosen by the political 
parties. Laws governing the appoint- 
ment of electors vary from state to 
state. Then, in the general election, 
which is always the Tuesday aftet 
the first Monday in November, these 
electors are voted on in the states 
This year that day will fall on No- 
vember Sth 

After the election, the states pre 
pare a list of the slate of electors for 
the candidate who receives the most 
popular votes, This certificate is for- 
warded \o the National Archives and 
Records Administration, and in turn 
io the Office of the Federal Register, 
the Senate and the House of Repre- 
sentatives 

The electors then meet in each 
state on the first Monday after the 
second Wednesday in December. 
which will be December 1 6th of this 
year, to east their votes. There is no 
constitutional provision or federal 
law that requires an elector to vote in 
accordance with the popular vote in

In 1976, a 
Washington elector pledged to Presi 
dent Gerald Ford voted for Ronald 
Reagan. A West Virginia elector 
voted for Senator Lloyd Bentsen as 
President and for Governor Michael 
Dukakis as Vice President in 1988 

Congress then meets in jornt 
session in January to conduct the 
official tally of votes. The Vice Presi- 
dent, as President of the Senate, 1s 
ihe presiding officer. Two tellers are 
appointed to open, present and 
record the votes of the states in al- 
phabetical order. The results are an- 
nounced and entered into the Con- 
gressional Record, A majority of 270 
électotal votes is requifed to elect 
ihe president and vice president 

Ifno presidential candidate wins 
a majority of electoral votes, the 
12th Amendment to the Constitu- 
tion provides for the presidential 
election to be decided by the House 
of Representatives. The House 
would select the president by a ma- 
jority vote, choosing from the three 
candidates who received the great- 
est humber of electoral votes. Each 
state delegation would have one 
vote 

If no vice presidential candidate 
wins a majority of electoral votes, 
the Senate would select the vice 
president by majority vote. witheach 
senator choosing from the two can- 
didates who received the most elee- 
toral votes 

After one year, the results are 
placed in permanent custody of the 
National Archives. This peaceful 
transfer of power is a shining testi- 
inony of the enduring resilience of 
our political system, something to 
keep in mind as you cast your vote i 
November

Otto Luening, the composer, 
conductor, flutist, teacher, author 
pioneer in electronic music and 
tireless advocate of contem 


music died in New York City on 


cert honoring his life and his 
works will be presented at Co- 
lumbia University in New York. 

On September 5, 1959 Otto 
Luening and his wife Catherine, 
daughter of the late Mr, and Mrs. 
John F, Brunson, were married at 
the Brunson family home, The 
Hill, in Elba, Alabama, 

Mr. Luening was born into a 
musical family in Milwaukee, 
Wisconsin on June 15, 1900. In 
his youth he moved with his par- 
ents to Europe where he studied 
piano, theory and flute at the Con- 
servatory in Munich, He made his 
php ger debut there as a flut- 
st at age sixteen, 

Before returning to the United 
States, he enrolled in the Zurich 
Conservatory and played flute in 
the Tonhalle Orchestra under the 
direction of Richard Strauss and 
Arthur Nikisch and took private 
lessons with the pianist and vi- 
sionary composer Ferruccio Bu- 
soni, During these early years he 
served as ¢ manager and act- 
ed with the James Joyce English 
Players. 

pon his return to the United 
States, Mr. Lucning became the 
conductor of the American Opera 
Company in Chicago. He care ho 
flue in chamber ensembles, 
taught music theory and was later 
appointed to the music faculty of 
the Eastman School of Music in 
Rochester, New York where he 
served as opera conductor, vocal 
coach and director of the opera 
department. 

When he later moved to New 
York City he was granted a Gug- 
genheim Fellowship and was 
commissioned by the American 
Opera Company to com his

Luening became a professor at 
the University of Arizona and in 
1934 he headed the music de- 

ent at Bennington College 
in Vermont, In 1 he became 
chairman of the music department 
at Barnard College in New York 
where he conducted the premicrs 
of many new American operas, 
including his own, In 1949 he 
was appointed Professor of Music 
at Columbia University. His grad- 
uate seminars in composition pro- 
duced a large body of ac- 
complished and __ stylistically 
diverse composers, Luening and a 
colleague, Vladimir Ussachevsky, 
established the Columbia- 
Princeton Electronic Music Cen- 
ter at Columbia University in 
1959, Throughout his career Otto 
Luening was a strong proponent

of music education, In 1968 he 
was named Professor Emeritus at 
Columbia University and served 
as Music Chairman of the School 
of the Arts until his retirement in 
1970. Since that time he taught at 
Julliard and continued to com- 
pose, guest conduct and serve as 
visiting composer on many col- 
lege campuses, including a pro- 
gram of his music at the En- 
terprise Junior College, sponsored 
by the Coffee County Arts Al- 
liance, in 1981. 
Mr. Luening said that his mu- 
sic grew out of his “total ex- 
ongewed and in 1980 published 
is autobiography “The Odyssey 
of an American Composer” 
(Charles Scribner's Sons), a live- 
ly account of that experience and 
the people encountered along the 
way, really a summary of the mu-

r, Luening’s organizational 
accomplishments were —im- 
pressive. Among the major com- 

sers’ organizations he helped 
ound and serve as president, on 
the board of directors or advisor 
to were: The American Compos- 
ers Alliance, The American Mu- 
sic Center, National Music Coun- 
cil, the Yaddo Music Committee, 
New Music Quarterly Re- 
cordings, the League of Compos- 
ers and the Vermont Chamber 
Music Center and Composers 
Conference. Through his efforts 
as a educator the doctorate of mu- 
sic composition was established, 
leading eventually to the found- 
ing of the Columbia University 
School of the Arts. He sat on 
countless juries, including that of 
the Pulitzer. He was a trustee of 
the American Academy, in Rome, 
where he served as Artist-in- 
Residence in 1958 and Trustee 
Emeritus in 1964. 

The composing of music con- 
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tinued to the end of Mr. Luen- 
ing's life, his long and 
works numbering well over 300. 
Although he ma 

as a composer of electronic music 
he also composed a large body of 


works in many genres, cn 
a a wide variety of 
styles. 

Virgil Thom writing for 
the New York Herald Tribune in 
1948, said: 

“Otto Luening is really an orig- 


inal composer and his textures 
are both highly personal and 
expressive, They grow on one, 
acquire interest and meaning. 
Not for nothing are they so 
carefully conceived to vocal 
and instrumental advantage. 
They are thought through in 
every way; they are a master's 
w ” 


This distinguished, creative 
and innovative musician has been 
Associate Conductor of the New 
York Philharmonic and has been 
honored all over the world for his 
achievements, The Mayor of New 
York proclaimed his ninety-fifth 
birthday, June 15, 1995 as “Outo 
Luening Day.” For that birthday a 
concert was held in his honor at 
Christ and St. Stephen's Church. 
Three of his works were per- 
formed including “Divertimento” 
for violin, clarinet and piano and 
was praised by New York Times 
critic Allan Kozinn for its “beau- 
tifully worked-out counterpoint, 
rich-hued chord progressions and 
irresistibly lyrical flute and clar- 
inet lines, 

His best birthday present on 
that birthday was the bestowal of 
an Indian name “Bem Set” which 
means “He Who Walks Wisely” 
by Billy Daniels, spiritual and 
cultural leader of Wisconsin's 
Forest County Potawatomi Tribe. 
In 1979 Mr. Luening had written 
“Potawatomi Legends” on com- 
mission from the University of 
Wisconsin-Parkside. Some of the 
Potawatomi were among his early 
childhood friends in Wisconsin. 
In 1993 the artistic director of the 
Milwaukee Ballet was commis- 
sioned to create a dance to that 
piece, the result “Dream Dances” 
premiered shortly before the 1995 
birthday celebration, 

Otto Luening’s personal pa- 
pers and manuscripts are housed 
in the Music Division of the Per- 
forming Arts Research Center, 
New York Public Library at Lin- 
coln Center. 

A number of memorial tributes 
appeared in the New York Times 
following his death, The memori- 
als described him as a beloved 
fricnd and mentor, inspired teach- 
er, composer, conductor and as a 
musical citizen.

After expending a considerable 
sum of money and labor preparing 
the building for church services, 
Reverend Williams requested the 
council sell his church the part of the 
building they were leasing, just as 
they had done to English Di- 
versified.

A Motion for Summary Judgment 
was filed on July 29th, and plaintiffs 
(Williams) had until August 21st to 
respond. Albritton wrote that plain- 
tiffs did not respond by the deadline. 
The judge noted, “The evidence sub- 
mitted by the Defendants in support 
of the Motion for Summary Judg- 
ment is unchallenged and shows that 
the Plaintiffs’s claims are barred by 
the statute of limitations,” 

In his ruling, Judge Albritton 
wrote “.,.the adverse party's re- 
nse .., must set forth specific 
facts showing that there is a genuine 
issue for trial, If the adverse party 
does not so respond, summary judg- 
ment, if approprizte, shall be entered 
against the adverse party, 

Judge Albritton assessed all court 
cost against the plaintiffs, who had 
filed the lawsuit,
